Thewriter cstimates that China 
has a a net inflow of silver 
amounting to 2,500 million ounces, 
but, in his opinion, there is not 
even In Shanghai to-day sufficient 
silver to mect the legal require- 
ment for half the banknotes that 
have been Issued in the country. 

The writer attributes the pre- 
sonce of large quantities of silver 
in Shanghai te the fact that it has 
been sent there for safety, At 
the present time, the Internal 
situation is such that banks fear 
to keep silver in the. interior. 
The danger of seizure is too ob- 
vious. ; 

Undoubtedly, he adds, the mo- 
ment it becomes aufe to use silver 
In the Interior, tho stocks in 
Shanghai will be very quickly 
diminished to a degree which will 
necessitate further heavy .pur- 
chasés from outside.—Reuter.

Pineapple Coffee Cake. 


Make a sponge of the following 
ingredients :— 


One yeast cake, 4% cupfal luke- 
warm water, 1 teaspoonful sugar, 
Y eupful evaporated milk, Yy cup- 
ful boiling water, 1 cupful flour. 


-Soften the -yenst- In the warm 
water with the sugar, then add 
the evaporated milk and water 
cooled to lukewarm, and then the 
flour, beating well. “Let rise until 
very light—about 1 to 1% hour 
will be long enough, ‘To this light 
sponge add one well-beaten ex, 
Ys cupful sugar, and 4 tablespoon- 
fuls: melted -butter——Fhen-add-214 
to 3 cupfuls flour (using just 
enough to make a dough stilt 
enough to knead—the less the 
better) and teaspoonful salt. 
Knead well, and let rises. again 
until double in bulk. Cut down, 
knead slightly, and pat out into 
large flut rounds in buttered cake 
or pie tins. 


Wave the dough fairly thin, as 
it must have room to rise again, 
Brush the top with butter and Iet 
rise till double.: Meanwhile, boil 
one medium-sized can’ of crushed 
pineapple, % cupful sugar, and a 
few grains salt, until very thick. 
Spreail the mixture on the dough 
just before putting in the oven, 
sprinkling the top with brown 
sugar. Bake in a hot oven for 25 
to 80 minutes. This makes two 
rounds the size of an ordinary pie 
tin.

And any pres- 
sure which might start a leak by 
opening the seama of the Nautilus 
would probably result in’ the loss 
of much of her fuel oil. 

There is still another — feature 
which has been brought home to

the poorest type possible for cruis- 
ing in ice-infested areas, A wooden 
vessel with a single, slow-revolv- 
ing, propeller is far lesa liable to 
injury than one with small, rapid- 
ly revolving twin screws. 

‘Fen years ago when in command 
of the Pacifie fleet, I attempted to 
enter Yakutat Bay, Alaska, with 
several destroyers,’ Though — the 
ice was very loose, and there was 
much open water, we found it haz- 
ardous to proceed and promptly 
withdraw, Even then, ome of the 
propellers was bent. 


Rudders Exposed. 

In addition to this sort of handi- 
cap) a submarine has horizontal 
rudders, or planes, that are used 
in diving. They also are in an 
exposed position near the. propel- 
lers and are liable to damage or 
derangement. Whether or not ice 
may. form on these out-board fit- 
tings to be considered; to say 
nothing of ice that may form on 
the hull itself.
